FOR MRS. HARDING 


Recurring Complications 


Arouse Grave Concern 


Over Illness of First 
Lady of Land. 


Washington, September 8.—Mrs. 
Harding, wife of the president, lies in 
the white house critically ill, with 
grave doubts as to her ultimate re- 
covery. 

After a night and day of the great- 
est anxiety, Dr. C. E.. Sawyer, friend 
and long personal physician of the 
executive family, issued a bulletin de- 
claring that complications developing 
in Mrs. Harding's illness Thursday 
and Friday nights had rendered her 
condition “critical” and that addition- 
al physicians and surgeons, including 
the famous Dr. Charles Mayo, of 
Rochester, Minn., had been called into 
attendance. 

, The official bulletin issued on Mrs. 
Harding’s condition by the white 
house at 9:35 p. m. said: 

“Mrs, Harding, whose illness is a 
recurrence of attacks experienced be- 
fore coming to the white house, de- 
veloped complications Thursday and 
Friday nights, which make her condi- 
tion critical.

Macon, Ga., September 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs, Alice Gibbs, of Vidalia, 
was lodged in the Bibb county jail 
tonight ‘in connection with the fratri- 
cide at Uvalda last night in which 
Alexander Johnson, farmer, was kiiled, 
and his brother, Hiram, and nephew, 
Johnny, were desperately wounded. 
She is held on a felony, charge. 

The woman was brought to Macon 
by Sheriff W. L. Birch, of Montgom- 
ery county, “for safe keeping.” The 
sheriff said that feeling in the com- 
munity over the tragedy made him de- 
termine to take no chances with the 
woman’s safety. 

It is charged by the sheriff that 
the shooting resulted from Alexan- 
der Johnson’s attentiéns to the Gibbs 
woman, it being pnderstood that John- 
son and almost abandoned his wife 
and four children, three girls and a 
boy. Relatives had sought to stop 
the alleged relations, the sheriff said. 
Alex Johnson walked into his broth- 
er’s blacksmith shop Thursday night 
and engaged him in conversation. 
“You've started all this talk about me 
and I’m going to kill you,” he iw re- 
ported to have said. 

Nephew Kililed Alex. 
With that he and his brother pro- 
duced guns and began firing. John- 
ny Johnson also grabbed his gun and 
to protect his father, shet his uncle. 
All three fell, Alex Johnson being 
instantly killed. Hiram Johnson and 
his son were removed to Vidalia, 


Mrs. Gibbs admitted that she ac- 
cepted Johnson’s attentions six 
months or more ago, when she and her: 
husband were living on his farm near 
Uvalda, but she denied being at the 
base of the killing. She declared 
that it was a family quarrel over 
property. 

Mrs. Gibbs, a woman of about 40, 
almost lack from sunburn, is occu- 
pying a cell on the first floor of the 
Bibb jail, next to that of H. C. Gar- 
ham, held in connection with kidnaping 
the Lamar sisters. She talked. free- 
ly of the trouble, impressing ,every 
now and then that she was not the 
cause and that she “was as much sur- 
prised as anybody.” 

Her busband is livirig, she ‘said, but 
‘deft her ‘when all this trouble came 
up.” She was referring to what she 
said was “the awful mess,” raised by 
the Jolmson family that resulted in 
her leaving Alex Johnson’s plantation 
near Uvalda, two months ago. 

Woman Denies Responsibility.

NEWBERRY AS AN ISSUE. 

Out in the state of Washington 
United States Senator Poindexter, 
seeking renomination, is being ‘re-| 
lentlessly assailed by his opponent 
on his record in the Newberry case, 
the senator being one of the ma- 
jority members who voted to permit 
the. Michigan millionaire to retain 
the seat which a trial jury declared 
he had obtained by corrupt and venal 
use of money. 

Rising to the defense of the sen- 


ator under attack, The Portland 
Oregonian, published in an adjoin- 
ing state, argued editorially a few 
days 4go that it is unfair and im- 
proper to drag the Newberry inci- 
dent into a campaign in a state so 
far from Michigan as is Washington, 
for the reason that it is not an is- 
sue and reference to it is irrelevant. 

“Newberry,” said\ The Oregonian, 
“may be an issue in Michigan, but 
not in Washington nor Oregon.” 

Right there is where The Ore- 
gonian is in error. — 

Newberry, or “Newberryism,”’ is 
not merely an issué in Michigan, but 
a national issue. 

In every state in which a senator 
who voted to seat Newberry—there- 
by voting his approval of the meth- 
ods by which Newberry originally 
gained access to the senate—is a 
candidate for re-election “Newber- 
ryism’’ is as much an issue as it is 
in the state of Michigan. 

Our Oregon contemporary goes 
on to say that “the true measure 
of a senator is his record,”’ which is 
right; and that the true measure of 
a candjdate for the senate “‘is his 
capacity to understand national 
problems and to outline national 
and international policies,” which 
is only measurably so.

Centenary Celebration 
Of Coming of Williams 
Family to Georgia 


Sautee, White G6unty, Ga., September 8.— 
(Special.)—Over 100 descendants of the late 
Major Edward Williams held a reunion of 
the southern branch of the Willams family. 
cn Wednesday last at the old homestead, 
now the home of Miss Ellene E. Starr, grand- 
daughter of Major Williams, in the beauti- 
fui valley of Naeoochee, which nestles peace- 
fully among the foothills of the mountains 
of northeast Georgia. 

The rennion was held to celebrate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the coming of 
the family to Georgia, and was attended by 
‘ts members from Washington, D. O., and 
eeveral states, 

One interesting event in connection with 
the celebration should not be passed over 
without mention being made of it. 

Major Edward Williams, who came from 
North Carolina in 1822, purchased lands in 
Nacoochee Valley, and comfortably settled 
about 40 of ‘tis tenants, who came with him, 
upon his newly acquired property ; 
these tenants and their descendants have for 
100 years been cunnected with the Wil- 
liams family in the association of landlord 
and tenant, withvut during that long pe- 
riod, anything discordant enough having oc- 
curred to cause a break in this happy tie; an 
unusual circumstance in this land of im- 
pat.ent people, and during a time of unrest 
and in a creative period in the history of 
the country. 

In racognition of this relationship. George 
W Williams, of Charleston, 8. C., present- 
ea to John M. Sosebee, the manager of 
his estate, a Bible bearing this inscription 
upen its ilyleaf: ‘‘Presented toa John M. 
Soscbee in commemoration of the 100th an- 
niversury of the association as landlord and 
terunt of the Williams and families, 
1822-1922. Nacoochee, Ga., Septeyaber 6, 
1922, by George W. Williams.’’ 3 

As the grandfather of John M. Sosebed 
came to Georgia with the grandfather of 
Gecrge W. Williams, and as the father of 
M->. Sosebee was the manager\of the estate 
for the father of the present Mr. Williams, 
the links for 100 years have held and been 
unbroken.

HARVESTED IN SUMTER 


_Americus, Ga., September 8.—( Spe- 
cial.)—More than 6,000 bales of cot- 
ton have been weighed at Americus 
warehouses since the beginning of 
the currrent cotton season. In addi- 
tion, Sumter county farmers have 
marketed more than half that number 
of bales at Plains and Leslie, where 
modern Warehouses are located. 

Probably 100 bales grown in Sum- 
ter county have already been market- 
el this year at Smithville.

000 bales already harvested, and with 
fields white in every section of the 
county.
